The National Assembly of the 
Republic of China, now meeting 
in regular session in Canton 
according to the Provisional Con- 
stitution, is daily receiving pe- 
titions from peoples of differ- 
ent provinces asking action to 
be taken against the reckless 
and unlawful measures of the 
Peking Government. 

The Provincial Assembly of 
Kiangsu has requested that no- 
tice be given immediately repu- 
diating the loans contracted by 
the Peking Government with 
foreigners as these are contrary 
to the law and without the ap- 



proval of the National Assembly. 

The Provincial Assembly, the 
Educational Association, and the 
General Chamber of Qommerce 
of Heilungkiang have commun- 
icated with Canton protesting 
against the use of the forests 
of that province as security for 
loans contracted by the Peking 
Government. 

The pocket assembly to be 
opened in Peking with members 
packed by the militarists is not 
only improper and illegal but 
also does not even represent the 
very provinces the Military Gov- 
ernors are now* controling. Com- 
munications are being received 
from leading citizens all over 
China denying the right of the

Delivered at a Banquet in his honor given by the 

Chinese Press Association at the Hotel de France in 

the evening of August 18, 1918.

Mr. Toastmaster, the honor- 
able Consuls, gentlemen: 

I feel it a great honor as well 
as a pleasure to reunite with 
my old friends here to-night 
and make the acquaintance of 
many new more. Doubtless you 
will appreciate my feeling of 
delight to see my many old 
friends in perfect good health 
Itnd prosperity after my three 
year's absence from these shor- 
es. However, I am ashamed to 
own that I do not deserve the 
many compliments heaped upon 
me by the various brilliant speak- 
ers before me. 

As I have just returned from 
the United States, I presume 
that you all like me to speak 
on the conditions in America. 
However, I cannot do so on 
account of the shortness of the 
time allowed me. I cannot, for 
this reason, say anything more 
about that great republic other 
than that the American sun is 
just the same one that is shining 
over our heads. 

Inasmuch as I have just been 
•lected editor of the Philippine- 
Chinese Advocate, I. deem it a 
golden opportunity now to lay 
bare before you the policy and 
aim of the founders of this new 
periodical . 

I am still very young in age 
and experience. For this reason, 
I feel rather diftidont of my 
ability to conduct the paper. 
In accepting tlie new work, I 
am like making a hew exper- 
iment and my shortcomings may 
be many. However with your 
cooperation andsynipathetic crit 
iciftm, I hope to steer tlie new 
enterprise thru her stormy 
course. 

The aim of the promoters of 
the Philippino ('hinose Advorate 
is to foster Sino Filipino friend 
ship. Hence, its name. Hon 
cfeforth, we shall do our duty 
frith only one ol)ject in view; 
*nd that is, to promote the idon 
Aical interests of the Chinese 
»nd the Filipinos and to en 
<^urage their cooptrijtion along 



all lines of activity. 

The friendly relations between 
the United States and the Chin- 
ese are so well known to all 
of us that they need no further 
explanation. China has patter- 
ned her government on the Amer- 
ican model and joined the Allies 
following the American exam- 
ple. In short, their relationship 
is one requiring no more im- 
provements. 

But, I am surprised to learn 
that in spite of their racial 
similarity, geographical propin- 
quity, and historical long inter- 
course, the Chinese and the Fi- 
lipinos still misunderstand one 
another, and, as Mr. Lyons of 
the Cablenews-American has just 
said their relations are merely 
commercial. 

Racially speaking the Filipi- 
nos and the Chinese are bro- 
thers. They spring from the same 
stock and inhabit the same con- 
tinent. Geographically, they are 
neighbors. And, historically the 
Chinese navigators and traders 
had visited these shores long 
before the advent of the Spap- 
iard.s. There is no reason why 
they cannot be on terms of ab- 
solute intimacy if the Chinese 
and Americans, each occupying 
one iiemisphere and belonging 
to entirely di tie rent races, can be 
on so fTiondly terms as they are. 
The Chinese and the Filip- 
inos have not myt one another 
in any other than commercial 
channels. Socinlly, ihey do not 
mee,t one another on the s.iuie 
})lane. Tlie Filipino is prone 
to underestimate the ability and 
worth of liis Ciiinese brother; 
^and similarly, the Ciiinese looks 
down on his Filipino friend. 
Here, thon, we are at the parting 
of the ways. Certainly many of 
tlio misunderstandings between 
tho two i)eoples are duo to the 
Chinese ignorance of the Phil- 
ippine dialects. We hope that 
witli the advancement of their 
knowledge of English, the Fil- 
ipinos can understand more 
about the Chinese by using it 



as their medium for communi- 
cation. 

The Chinese people hlis^ften 
been misrepresented abroad. In 
America, the Labor Union Lead- 
ers Ifave painted so bad a pic- 
ture of John Chinaman that the 
average American girl thinks 
that every Chinese in America 
must be a laundryman. I re- 
member many instances where 
an outcaste or degenerate com- 
mitted any wrong doing papers 
would invariably exaggerate the 
gravity of the crime and arouse 
popular antagonism, not to 
that particular man alone, but 
to all the Chinese residents. 
They often typified a bad Chinese 
for the race. This misrei)resen- 
tation is possible so long as 
the Chinese do not run a paper 
that can intelligently defend 
them before the American read- 
ers. This means that to eradi- 
cate this bad impression the 
Chinese must publish a paper 
in English so that the English- 
speaking public can see their 
innocence. 

Politically, the Chinese and 
the Filipinos both enjoy demo- 
cratic institutions. Now that the 
Jones' Law has provided for the 
ultimate independence of the 
islands from Uncle Sam, the 
future Sino-Filipino relation is 
bound to be very intimate. Who 
knows but that there may be 
a future Chino-Firpino alliance? 
With such a possible develop- 
ment, then, shall we allow this 
indifference, this prejudice, to 
go on uninterfered or uncheck 
ed? Certainly notl 



The Philippine-Chinese Ad- 
vocate has this important task 
before her; that is, to erase all 
erstwhile misunderstandings be- 
tween the two peoples and to 
encourage their mutual coopera- 
tion. This is our mission and to 
it we pledge our full allegiance. 
We hope that in the future the 
Sino-Filipino meeting point will 
be something more than com- 
mercial—it must be political and 
social as well. In the cementing 
of the friendship between the 
two Asiatic peoples, the Phil- 
ippine-Chinese Advocate is 
bound to play an important role. 

Again, as I said before, the 
paper is still young and our 
editorial staff is inexperienced. 
Yet, "don't give up the ship" 
shall be our motto. I shall also 
take advantage of this oppor- 
tunity to invite the cooperation 
of the representatives of the 
various periodicals present to- 
night. I hope you will criticize 
our work from a sympathetic 
and not antagonistic viewpoint. 

Finally, let me thank you for 
your kind attention and the 
honor you have conferred me 
this evening.

The Dairen Fire, 

Work of German Spies 

As already reported, since 
March last there have been 
frequent outbreaks of fire on the 
wharf at Dairen, a considerable 
quantity of beans being destroy- 
ed, and incendiarism has been 
suspected in each case, though 
the police have not been able to 
trace the exact cause of any one 
of the outbreaks. A Dairen dis- 
patch to the Jiji now reports 
that a Chinese who was found 
sleeping in one of the wharf 
godowns, has been arrested on 
suspicion of being concerned 
with incendiarism. It is said that 
the Chinese had an inmense sum 
of money concealed at a certain 
spot in the wharf compound. The 
dispatch adds that in view of the 
fact that the last outbreak 
occurred among consignments of 
bean-oil consigned to the United 
States, the complicity of German 
agents is suspected, though the 
Chinese arrested pleads entire 
ignorance as to the outbreaks.

Rubber Growing In China 

It is reported that waste lands 
in the neighborhood of 100,000 
acres in Kiungchow Island, of 
which Hoihow is the largest 
port, has been offered by the 
Chinese Government for a term 
of five years to Mr. Lin Yi- 
shun, a Chinese merchant who 
has hitherto conducted business 
in Singapore, for the purpose 
of experimenting in rubber grow- 
ing. Local officials have also 
been ordered to render him any 
assistance in their power, and 
both President Feng Kuo-chang 
and Ex-President Li have per- 
sonally signified their hopes of 
his success. 

Some time ago a rubber syn- 
dicate in the Straits Settlements 
sent an expert to China for the 
purpose of determining whether 
rubber growing would adapt it- 
self to Chinese soil. The prov- 
inces examined were Kwangtung, 
Yunnan and lands along the 
Yangtze, which proved unfavour- 
able for the purpose, and the 
project was dropped. 

Mr, Lin's proposition is that 
in return for the lease of the 
land he will be able to produce 
5,000,000 rubber saplings to be 
planted each year, and apart 
from paying the land rent, he 
will be ready to pay S5,000,00q 



The Kwangtung Floods 

The benevolent societies have 
received a great many letters 
from Sam Sui and Nam Hoi 
districts requesting urgent relief 
for the sufferers by the floods. 
The latest report from Wuchow 
states that the streets near the 
banks are submerged in eight 
feet of water, and the trades- 
men have to carry on their busi- 
ness on the first floor. Small 
boats are used for traffic pur- 
poses. 

Shanghai Exports 

Reports from Shanghai say 
that the advance made in the 
local manufacture of cotton goods 
is strikingly indicated. With en- 
couragement from the Govern- 
ment, there would be a vast 
development of the industry. 
Nearly all metals were exportep 
in greater quantities. Raw silk 
showed some improvement in 
quantity over 1910, the figures 
being 122,243 piculs, valued at 
Hk. Tls. 78,262,159 and 125,820 
piculs, valued at Hk. Tls. 
79,148,603. In terms of gold 
this meant an increased value 
of £4,104,479. The most impor- 
tant factor in the quality of 
the tea crop in China is the 
weather, and seasonable rains 
and sunshine combined to make 



the black teas of I9l7 memoi'- 
able for exceptionally fine quality 
of the tea crop in China is the wea- 
ther, in contrast to the more or 
less rain-damaged supplies of 
1916. Unfortunately for the Chi- 
nese teamen, the demand, owing 
to British prohibition of impoiit 
and to the disturbed conditions 
in Russia, as well as ^ the 
growing competition of Java teas, 
was so restricted that they in- 
curred serious losses, fortunately 
not so serious as in 1916. 



1,000 Chinese Troops 

to Vladivostock 

The Peking Government is re- 
ported to have secured the con- 
currence of the Allied Powers 
about the dispatch of 1,000 troops 
to Vladivostock.

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The Economic Condition of the Chinese 
Colony in the Philippines— A Survey

The Chin338 in the Philippines 
are essenlially a comm3^;cial peo- 
ple. Unlike their con ti^:'n parades 
in Java, Siam, etc. tii3 Chinese 
in this Archipelago do not ex- 
tend their sphere of actions into 
the fields of agriculture, fishery 
and others; their sole occupation 
is restricted to commercial 
pursuits. With about 85% of the 
Philippine trade in their hands 
and with the ramnifications of 
their Gommerciat organizations 
stretching into the innermost 
parts of the commercial sites of 
the Islands, the Chinese colony 
of the Archipelago is on the 
whole, intrinsically speaking, a 
great economic factor, a com- 
m3rcial promoter of the Islands. 
In every commercial locality, in 
every mart of trade, the Chinese 
are found to be present not as 
an unproductiva element of the 
society, but as a great producer — 
producer in the sense of being a 
creator of utilities of time, place 
and form. Tiiey are the vanguai'd 
of commercial invasion, the pion- 
eer, the blazer of the yet un- 
developed wilderness of latent 
commercial possibilities. They 
preceded the Europeans, the rail- 
roads and even the priests in this 
capacity. History tells us how 
long, long before the advent of 
the Spanish Conquistadores, the 
Chinese had been found to be ca- 
rrying on a lucrative rade with 
the natives of the Islands. Choa 
Ju-Kua in his memorable account 
of the lands of Mayi and Pa- 
piyan tells us how the method 
of trading was carried on bet- 
ween the Chinese and Filipinos 
in that early dawn of Philip- 



pine history. Pigafetta in his 
account of the voyage to the 
South Sea also gives us a vivid 
account of the influence of the 
then Chinese merchants. Chi- 
nese merchants were described 
by him as being in swarms of 
trading junks and even in the 
Ear South, trading was said to 
be in their hands. Such are the 
few sohd facts which we have 
from the faint glimpse of the 
beacon light of history. The 
economic relation of the Fhil- 
ipphie-Chinese colony to the Is- 
lands then, is of such an in- 
timate character, that a brief 
survey of their economic con- 
dition will be of importance to 
us. 

The history of the economic 
development of the Chinese col- 
ony in the Philippines can be 
divided into three periods as 
(1) the period before the Spanish 
occupation (2) the period of 
Spanish occupation and (3) the 
American period. 

The first period, that is the 
period before the Spanish inva- 
sion of the Islands, was charact- 
erized by the lack of permanent 
trading posts; there was no com- 
mercial house or "Tiendas-" 
such as is the character- 
istic of the present days. 
The trading junks were the of- 
fices anl th3 warehoases of the 
merchants of that time,— they 
were in th3 real sense of the 
word, the then ark of commer- 
cialism. The merchants in tra- 
velling over the vast expanse 
of wat3r which separatees China 
and the Philippines were obliged 
to be good sailors, good fisher- 
men as well as good fighters. 
The voyage was long and dan- 
gerous; sometimes it took them 
many long months to reach their 
destination. Occasionally, the 
merchant junks appeared only 
once in a year, and in order to 
provide themselves against any 
possible calamity, the merchants 
had to liave their ships well- 
laden with provisions. They had 
to be fighters in order to protect 
themselves against the pirates 
which infested the sea near South 
China, and which multiplied in 
such a number that under the 
leadership of Limahong, they 
later made descent upon the 
Philippines. But the merchants 
of that time were of no better 



stuff; they were the riffraff of 
the Empire, the defeated and 
disappointed class of the society, 
who had to go to the sea as their 
last resort. They were mostly 
illiterate, and their method of 
tj-ading was crude— mostly by 
barter. Chinese goods were bar- 
tered directly wath the raw ma- 
terials of the Islands. Such pro- 
ducts as wax, shells, etc, were 
bartered for clothings, pots, ?nd 
others. As there was no fixed 
currency, no standard of ex- 
change, the bulky goods had to 
be transported over a long jour- 
ney. In other -words, the com- 
merce of that time was essen- 
tially the journeymen system. 
Commerce could not be carried 
on a large scale in such a sys- 
tem and it was mostly mono- 
polized by the families of the 
sea-faring community for the 
same reason that most of the 
merchants " had to be at the same 
time sailors and fighters as well. 
C(5Tnmerce as an institution had 
not as yet attained its popularity. 
The commercial class was still 
looked down in the scale of so- 
ciety,— it was still the lowest or 
the most degraded of the people. 
So coupled with the structure of 
such class and the prejudice of 
the time, the merchants of that 
time were insignificant in num- 
ber, in influence and in social 
standing. 

The most important change 
that took place with the advent 
of the Spanish occupation was 
the changing of the Chinese 
merchants from a nomadic trad- 
er to a settled one, — the establish- 
ment of permanent trading posts. 
From being essentially a mari- 
time commerce, it became a land- 
ed one. No longer the merchants 
had to be sailors in order to be 
able to carry on their commerce; 
there were professional sailors 
of transporters for their goods 
and the merchants were able to 
devote most of their time on 
land. Before the Spanish occu- 
pation there were many obno- 
xious tribal regulations such as 
the forbidding of the merchants 
to land in the Islands of Pa- 
piyan, as found in the famous 
dissertation of Chao-Ju-Kua. 
But now such regulations were 
no longer in use; commerce was 
taxed but not so arbitrarily 
restricted as before. Junks as 
means of transportation were 
still in use; there were no other 
available goods-transporters and 
so this system of junk-trading 
was left to survive till the 
middle of the 18th century. 

The merchant class was no 
longer composed of the riflraff, 
and commerce was no longer 



the monopoly of the sea-faring 
community; its sphere of action 
was invaded by the inland class, 
the people of the -interior far 
away from the sea coast. This 
was due to the then unstable 
condition of China. The Ming 
dynasty w^as then in a precarious 
condition and everywhere in 
China unrest was universal. Fa- 
mine, drought, insurrections, etc. 
made their appearance intermi- . 
ttently. The inland clas5 could 
no longer browse in its pas- 
ture of idealistic peace; Hfe and 
property were no longer safe 
and as a result emigration to 
other countries was resorted to. 

This permanence of commerce 
on land was productive of many 
far-reaching results. In the first 
place, marriage with the native 
women was instituted. The Chi- 
nese merchants upon their being 
firmly established in the Islands 
began to look to the expediency 
of having a partner for life as 
well as for help in commerce. 
This attitude gave rise to a 
great consequence, — the rise of 
a great mixed race, the Mes 
tizo which was later to have 
a salutary effect on the deve- 
lopment of the Islands, socially, 
politically as well as commer- 
cially. In the second place, the 
aspect of the trade carried on 
by the Chinese was changed. 
Formerly, the Chinese traders 
were sellers of the products of 
their own lands now they were 
the sellers of those of others. 
Chinese goods were not given 
much prominence in their trade 
than were they to those of other 
countries. This was undoubted- 
ly one of the result of the un- 
progressive condition of Chinese 
industries, but it was also cau- 
sed by the permanence of the 
Chinese traders in the Islands 
and the consequent severance 
of commercial relations and ties 
with China. Commerce as con- 
ducted on by the Chinese then 
took on the aspect of a mere 
distributor and the commerce 
with China was thus in a way 
gradually lessened. 

Another aspect of the commer- 
cial condition of the Chinese 
at that time was the lack of 
banking system in their tran- 
saction with China. There was 
no bank as nowadays and 
most of the commercial exchange 
was carried on through the "Khe- 
Tau" or viajero system. This 
viajero was a sort of professional 
sea-goer, who acted as a travell- 
ing banker for those who wish 
to exchange money to China. Be*

It is natural that with 
his frailties and with the divers-

Sorrows which visit man man 
produce discontent to spur 
him to greater efforts. Discon- 
tent is the magneto of ambition, 
and ambition properly regulated 
is the key to success.

ization, those uncouth barbaric 
states of the distant lands, where 
there are boats and wagons, 
where there is no good religion 
and government, no social mora- 
hty, aggressiveness and wrong 
doing abound, regicide, disorder 
internicine struggles, and op- 
pressions of the weak and un- 
protected, amid all the cries and 
agonies resulting from the above 
there is always a groan of des- 
pair which says *As we have 
heard that there is Humanity 
within the limit of Middle King- 
dom, where every thing has its 
place for existence, why leave 
us then here without the bene- 
fits of culture as we are waiting 
the dray drought for the rain?' 
Such cries and groans can our sa- 
gacious emperor not be tjouched 

in his heart?" 

Such in brief, are the foreign 
policy of the Chinese Govern- 
ments were perfectly understood 
by the outside nations of the 
Orient. Even sea isolated Japan 
(then known as the Pygmy King- 
dom) sent her ambassadors to 
acknowledge Chinese leadership 
and to gain there from all the 
essentials of the Eastern civiliza- 
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tion which proved to be of ines- 
timable value to her. 

The Han Dynasty was follow- 
ed closely by many short-lived 
dynasties; usurpers of the throne 
frequently made their appearan- 
ces and the Middle Flowary Na- 
tion was again delegated to the 
realm of anarchism, that there 
was in fact, no foreign inter- 
course at all. The Tung Dynas- 
ty was essentially militaristic i;i 
character. The first four decades 
of the reign of its founders were 
spent in subduing the recal- 
citrant outside barbaric nations 
who took advantage of the disor- 
der of the former dynasties and 
made constant irruptions into 
the empire. This was success- 
fully carried out and with the 
peace and order restored in the 
country, the high- vaunted policy 
of the Han Dynasty was again 
carried out in a much more vi- 
gorous manner. The Turks and 
Turcoman tribes of Central Asia 
were again forced to accept the 
indigestable Chinese Gospel of 
peace and order; Korea and An- 
nam were readmitted into the 
fold of civilization, and in GG3 
A. D. the Pygmy Nation was de- 
feated in the Korean Peninsula; 
at which place they v/ere then 
overrunning with their fire and 
steels. On the whole, the Tung 



Dynasty was, in spite of its 
military achievements, essentially 
an advocate for peace; it tried 
to free China from the curse of 
barbarian irruptions by means 
of the strategic scheme of car- 
rying the wars into enemy coun- 
tries, thus ended, once for all, 
the danger of a counter blow from 
the enemies. Its genuiness of 
good intention can be seen by 
its unfailing adherence to the high- 
vaunted policy of the Han Dyn- 
asty,— the policy of Honest Deal- 
ing and Humanity; it never ex- 
acted any tribute from the Barba- 
rians nor did it ever incorpor- 
ate a tract of their lands, — 
theory of no indemnity and an- 
nexation has already had its 
truest upholders during those 
early times. Nominal suzerain- 
ity and promise to maintain 
p3^ce and order were what the 
non-occidentalized statesmen of 
China prized. 

The dynasties that followed 
the fall of the Tung Dyn*asty 
were of short duration; there 
ware many changes in govern- 
ment, that with the exception 
of the Sung Dynasty the rest 
of the dynasties of that period 
had an average of but ten years 
of existence. There was no 
strong government and for an- 
other period, the ancient land 



of rich Cathay was again in the 
throes of sanguinary convulsion, 
that as result, the foreign po- 
licy of that time can be said 
to be on the defensive. Am- 
bitious military leaders sprang 
up and there was no lacking in 
th) traitors to the traditions of 
the country. Shi Kan Tong, 
the founder of the Chen Dy- 
nasty, for instance, was the first 
to acknowledge the suzerainity 
of Khotan tribe of northern 
China in his frantic search for 
a helper to gain the throne. On 
the whole, the period interven- 
ing between the fall of the Tung 
Dynasty and the beginning of 
the Yuen Dynasty, was a period 
of humiliation to the country; 
its foreign policy was weak and 
mostly on the defensive; the 
prolonged peace of the early days 
had enervated the people and 
made them impossible for a 
glorious and lofty career.
